Still Further 


This year private Industry ia 

expected’ to increase Its Invest- 
ment sd Curthcr—to 21 per 
eent above Its 1955 forecast, If 
this ¢xpevtution was to be 
realised it would have — meant 
an increase on actual Invest- 
ment in 1965 of 37 per cent, 

In fact, however, Investment 
in this category has fallen well 
short of expectations, In the 
(rst quarter of the year it was 
vight up to the forcenast—27 per 
cent and il fell only siightly 
short in Che second quarter, 

But In the third qunatter — 
which Incluled the cnrly stages 
of the Suez — erixis—investment 
by these industries dropped to 
1] per cent above the rate for 
the corresponding periog — for 
1955. And ¢ven allowing — for 
the usual upswing of expendt- 
ture in the Qnal quarter lavest- 
ment in the Last Waree months Ly 
not expected to show n yreater 
rate of increase Uhan the wird | 
quarter. 

Maks mics Unt new lavest- 
ment in 1060 will probably 
amount to £880-890 million 
or about one-fifth more than 
the previous — year's fyure, 
though lower than the forecast 
Increase, 

Next year private industry 
expects to spend only one per 
cent more on new manufactur- 
Ing capeity than it expected 
to in 1956, If this forccast 
proves aecurate investment 
next year wil) rise by somé 
nine per cent above the actual 
figure for 1056, 

Deralls of ‘tie investment 
eattmates show that spending 
on building work is  ¢xpecled 
lo drop by seven per cent, but, 
expenditure oon plant and 
muchinery is expected 
by three per cent.

Governor's Despatch To Lennox -Boyd : 


The following is the despatch 
from His Exceliency the Gov- 
ernor, Sir Alexander Grantham, 
to the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, dateg December 
23, 1950: 

Sir, 

J have the honour to trans- 
mit herewith my Report on the 
riots which took place in Kow- 
loon and Tsuen Wan two days 
hefore my return to Hongkong 
in October, Tho narrative of 
events has been compiled from 
all availablo sources and the 
passage jn Chapter. V which 
deals with tho responsibility for 
the disorders is based on -the 
results of investigations carried 
out to dato, It Js possible that 
further information may still 
come to light on this but I 
would not expect. it to affect 
M@he broad conclusions drawm in 
the Report. 

To‘oblaln a proper assessment 
oft tho riots, the conditions tn 
which they broke out and ‘the 
problem which they presented to 
the authorities, ft is essential 
to understang something of the 
resetliemet areas which were 
the focus of the disorders in 


‘| Kowloon mi the ptople who 


Inhabit them. 

For the last three yeats the 
Hongkong Government has un- 
dertaken o vigorous campaign 
to rehouse the hundreds o 
thousands of homelesa persone, 
for the most part refugees from 
the mainland, whose closely 
Packeq squatter mits dotted, all 
over the urban areas of the 
Colony have constituted a vory 
serious fite and health hazard.
